It will 
help keep alive the conviction that the 
Southrons can't be trusted, and that we 
most insist upon continued defeat of 
that party which sympathizes with the 
south in its endeavors to preserve recol- 
lections that ought to be allowed to 
sleep, and then to die out. Every 
statue of a rebel that rises helps sink 
the Democracy deeper in the waters of 
oblivion; so that, in one sense, the 
more numerous suoh statues the better 
it will be for the eonntry. 


WASHINGTON WHISPERS 


About six years years ago Mr. T. S. 


Arthur, the well-known writarof tem- 
perance tales, published a story entitled, 
"Danger, or Wounded in the House of 
a Friend," in which he referred to the 
wife of "General Logan" as having at a 
banquet in Washington "sipped wine 
and praised its flavor." The book waa 
published in 1877, and about a month 
ago Genera! John A. Logan's attention 
waa called to the matter, and he wrote 
a peremptory note to Mr. Arthur de- 
manding an explanation. The latter, 
who is now quite an old man, replied, 
diielaiming any intention of alluding to 
any living person, the name of Logan 
being a common one; regretting the 
unfortunate occurrence and expressing 
a desire to make all the reparation in 
hii power.

while the allusion may have caused that 
noble woman—who. as we are aware, is 
one of the best of wives and mothers- 
some annoyance, yet her many friends 
and acquaintances will Kt it down as 
an unfortunate blunder. Gen. Logan 
himself is, very naturally, very indig- 
nant orer the matter, bnt aa it has tak- 
en abont four yean to come to bis 
knowledge, it u evident that the book 
has not a very large circulation or that 
his friends do not read that kind of 
literature.

tiiTH ON THE WESTERN PRESS. 


.Letter in Mania. Contlttutlon. 


I asked Towniend the other night 


rhy he preferred the Western prefls to 
the Eastern. "Mainly because it pays 
better," he replied. "My regular ialary 
on the Chicago Tribune was $7,000 a 
rear, and from the Enquirer alone I 
make more a week than any journalist 
probably in New Tork gets from his 
constant work, certainly except the 
very head of the leading papers, and 
perhaps one or two editorial writers. 
The general workers on the New York 
press are very poorly paid. The com- 
petition is BO heavy that prices are 
beaten down, and special talent is lost 
in a host of good ordinaries. As a class, 
the writers on the city dailies are not 
creditable representatives of tbe pro- 
fession. I taw an illy-dressed, shabby, 
tramp-like fellow go up to Senator 
Conkling the other night and hazard an 
inquiry in a cringing tone. Conkling 
turned on him and said, "Not one word, 
sir, not one word !" and turned on his 
heel. That fellow waa from one of the 
leading papers, and I turned to a friend 
and said that if the salaries of reporters 
would not permit of better dressing 
than that, the city press ought to uni- 
form its men as the District Telegraph 
Company does it* boys. I prefer the 
Western press also because it gives 
more awing and freedom than we have 
here. The New York dailies are set np 
in the midst of such tremendous influ- 
ences that they are circumspect and 
cautious. Their power is so great, and 
the enterprises pressing for recognition 
and aid are ao rich and numerous, that 
then U suspicions criticism of every 
piece of news offered. Then too many 
ot the papers are under partisan or 
special control, and must cut their work 
oat to suit a dictation that is nnjonrnal- 
istu, and usually unwise. The West- 
ern papers want the news undiluted, 
and care little or nothing who it hurts 
or helps ao it pleases the public."

afternoon he had improved considerably 
and it was expected he might again be 
able to get abont Daring the night, 
however, he grew worse, and it was 
known he oonld not live.

Already preparations are in 
contemplation looking to the greatest 
memorial demonstration ever witnessed 
in Wisconsin* when the body of the 
senator will be brought home.

Last evening between six and seven 


o'clock, near the junction of the Monti- 
cello branch of the W abash road and the 
main line of the Illioob Central railroad, 
about a block north of the Union depot, 
in this city, a frightful accident occurred 
which occasioned the untimely death of 
Samuel KreUinger. a Central brakeman, 
whose age was not more than 25 yean.— 
He was a brakeman on way freight Ho. 
10, and his home was at Anna, Union CO., 
III., where his parents reside. The loco- 
motive was switching near the point In the 
Central yard above indicated at the linrt 
stated, when Kretainger stepped between 
two box cars to lift a coupling pin while 
the section of the train was in rapid 
motion. A sudden Jerk of the locomotive 
caused Kretsinger to lose his footing and 
fall face downward upon the rail, and the 
four wheels of one car and two of anoth- 
er passed over the body of the unfortunate 
young man above the hips, crushing the 
life out oi him almost instantly. He lived 
bill & few moments after he was removed 
from beneath the car. The bo3y was placed 
in Bageage Master Dodson'i room, where 
subsequently the manner of Kretsinger's 
death was sifted and passed upon by a 
jury summoned by Coroner Dinneen. The 
jury returned a verdict exonerating the 
Centra! railroad company from all blame 
in connection with the sad occurrence, 
and pronounced it an accidental death. 
Last night at a late hour the mingled re- 
mains of the deceased were placed in a 
coffin, and this forenoon the body was 
sent to Anna for interment. KrctsiDger
